Elm lumber: ‘he amount of 1,000 cubic meters of elm lumber specified 
in the agreement is too high. Elm grows only in certain regions of 
Albania and the quality does not meat our industrial requirenonte. 


Maple lumber: Albanian maple lumber is of average quality, but wo do 
not require this item. 


Oak timber: Oak timber for plywood and barrels is not obtainable in 
a, which has a type of oak uscful only for the construction of 
reilroad sleeping cars. 


Animal casings: According to the agreement 30,000 bundles of animal 
Casings are to be delivered fra: Albania, and the conuercial delaration 
estimates that we can purchase about 6,000,000 Czech crowns’ worth of 
goed quality casings to fulfill our needs. Albania's annual output of 
casings is an estimated 140,000 shesp casings and about 250,000 meters — 
of cattle casings. Albania can also supply special types of casings 
and dried surgical gut. 


Herbs: Ho fixed quota for herbs wis set in the agreement. Albania has 
Various qualities of herbe now stored in local warehouses, sane of which 
have been properly drigd end stored, but a considerable amount has boen 
neglacted. To date, tho collection of herbs has not been orgunized and 
4% will be necessary to send exports to Albania to classify and sort 
those herbe which Czechoslovakia purchases. .

& hocause the samples, which our experts brought back with then, 
were of an inferior quality. It is possible that Czechoslovakia’s hemp 
imports from Albania mey be stopped. 


Horns and Boofs: Albania has offered to doliver 10,000 kiiograms of 
hoofs and horns (mixed horna and cow hool's} and 1,000 kilograms of 
horns, but the collection of horns and hoofs has not yet been orgenized 
und the quality not yet tested. 


Natural asphalt: Albenia'’s naturel asphalt is first quality, about the 
seme as Weintaea asphalt, but Albania’s annual output is rathor limited. 
Albania produces ebout 30,000 tons per yoar and an estimated 6,000 tons, 
valued at 8,000,000 Czech crowns, oan be delivered to Czechoslovakia this 
year. Kutchov esphalt: Daily production averages 80 tons, Unless ahect 
metal for conteiners is delivered, Albania cannot fulfill or increase our 
quota.

Hides and Furs: The quality of Albenien raw hides has improved immeasur- 
ably and the colleotion of hides has beer organized. Goat and lemb skina 
are suitable for use in the menufacture of our export footwear. We could 
also uss kid skins. Furs: Large quantities of furs would be available 
if trapping were properly organized in Albania. Csechoslovakia is pri~ 
marily imtorested in procuring merten and skunk furs which are of first 
quality, but we are not interested in fox fure, owing to lack of demand. 
Albenia has very few otter, wildcat and bear. 


Teniing material: Valonia oak is common in Albania and is suiteble for 
our loather tanning industry. We would'bo interested in purchasing 460 
tons of Albania Yalonia ook for 1950. provided it has a 53 to 36 per 
cont content of tanning materlala.

Oil seeds: Albania?s annual production of sunflower seeds is 6,500, 
to 7, tons, valued at an estinated 35,000,000 Uzoch crawme; about 
1,000 tons of »eanute valued at about 5,000,000 Czech crowns; 1,000 
tone of caster oi] secds valued at 18,000,000 Czech crotms; 500 tons 
soya boans valued at 3,000 Czech crovme; and about 50G tons sesmne 
seed, valued at 5,000,000 Czach crowns. lie aro interested in tobacco 
seod, 200 tons of grape seed, valued at 500,000 CZech crowns, and 
about 100 tons of clive oil. 


Cotton: Albania produces 4,500 to 4, 00 tons of a very good grade of 
cotton. Wo can use any anount of Albonian cotton and at least 1,000 
tons, valued at 35,000,000 Czoch crovms, should bo purchased. 


wool: Albania's annual production of wool is 1,200 to 1,500 tons; 
Czechoslovakia wold bo interested in purchasing 80. to 500 tons for 
15;000,000 to 25,000,000 Czech crowns. Czechoslovakia would alco like 
to purchase anima) hair. 


Laurel: Vie are not interested in purchasing laurel since wo already 
purchased about 50,000 Kilograns fox 500,000 crowns from Italy, France 
and Yugoslavia. 

pot Berries: his year Albania organized the collection of juniper 
erries and now wishes to know if we ere interested in puronasing sone. 
Our amual requirements are about 200,000 kiloprons. 

Valonia: (Dried acorn cups of Velonia onk used in tenrinr.) Albania's 
yearly production is about 7,000 tons; we need 400 tons or about 2,000 
crowns worth. 


Resin: There aro many possibilities for the procurement of resin from 
Albania, but a system for collecting rosin will havo to be organized. 


Chestnuts: Possible deliveries about 20 to 30 tons. 
Asphodelus for alcohol production: This should be taken care of by Kcospol, 


Urrines Naritima for our chemical industry: Chemapol is not interested, 


Pyrites: Czechoslovakia would purchase 10,000 tons, Albania'ts annual 
output is about 20,000 tons. Pyritos have not been wined becguse their 
utilization in tho manufacture 0: copper is too exponsive. Czechoslovakia 
would have to supply proper machinery to Albania, since we gre interested 
in pyrites for the copper industry. 

Gypsum: We could use great quantities of alabaster, white sypeum for 
medical purposes. Keremiky and Metrans must supply transportations 
Political pressure will have to be used to encourage Aibania to export 
gypsum to us. , 


Copper: We are interested in copper. Albania’s amuval production is 
SEtintted at 1,000 to 2,000 tong, 


Tobacco: Albania has nany different variaties of tobacco, waich we 
could import. .

“lL. Agriqulture and Forestry: We should supply a great number of experts 
in both fYelds to construct an adequete transportation system in forest 
areas, and train Albanian foresters in tho pro per use of available timber. 
The population will have to be instructed in modern methods of forestry. 
Schools should be established for the training of forastry techniques. 
Albania’s forost reserves have not been utilized systematically. 


ws Czechoslovakia could supply several college professors, experts, and 
administrators of forestry and forest econany to prepare a long-term 
progrem for Albanian forestry. 


rR Albania should send sone of their -orestry workers to Czechoslovakia, 

. where they could gain practical, nodern Inowlodge of tirber exploitation. 
A few could be trained at our modern saw mills and in barrel mamfactur- 
ing industries. We recommend six months! instruction. 


"2. Albanian Industry: Albania needs meny industrial schools for training 
, industrial experts. Czechoslovekia cou’d supply several teacher-experts 


who could instruct Albanian students in handling textile and other types 
of machinery.” 
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
